In recent years Yuan Shi-kai had be- 
come the most conspicuous personality 
ot the Orient through his efforts to 
bring his 400,000,000 fellow yellow men 
into line as citizens of the new repub- 
lic of China. The task of turning this 
most ancient an'd backward of king- 
doms into a republic within whose con- 
fines there' was a fifth of the world's 
inhabitants—a republic four times as 
large as the United States—was ob- 
viously no easy one and the man who 
attempted it did not escape storms of 
criticism from those who held that he 
was a dictator, virtually founding- a 
new dynasty. But among foreigners 
generally Yuan Shi-kai was given 
credit for as able an administration as 
could be expected, under the circum- 
stances. 


Long before Yuan Shi-kai was widely 
known abroad he had been accepted 
by the Manchus, the Chinese, and the1 
foreigners in China as a coming 'man. 
Born in 1859, the. son of a district 
governor in the province of Honan 
i uan Shi-kai aspired to an official po- 
sition, but the rule waa that official 
life was open only to those who passed

Cattle are Stock 
in Trade 
Which 


They Groom From the Ernbreyo 


to Finished Product.

to pick out the'live stock farm as you 
ride,iiloiig the road or railroad?

Year in. and' year out, stockmen are 
the most .prosperous farmers. It's so 
In every .'community.

Unlike 
most 
manufacturers, the stock farm- 
er produces ' his own raw 
materials. 
Instead .of selliri'g them- lie adds to 
their 
value by manufacture, and is 
consequently paid a higher price for 
them.. Then he has the advantage of 
the by-products of his factories which 
enable him 
10 produce more and 
more raw material. 
In order to keep his raw material 
plant up to its highest 
capacity 'the 
stocitman finds it necessary to rotate 
crops... This keeps his soil in better 
shape, helps him to get bigger crops 
and keeps his farm free from weeds 
white grubs, 
cut worms and other 
pests. 
' His land increases in value because 
it is clean and 
because it becomes 
richer and richer year after year with 
such 
treatment. 
His soil "is a sav- 
ings bank; he deposits fertility there. 
Even in Wisconsin we have 
some 
cry summers and while they 
worry 
the stockmen a little he never loses 
everything. His supply of raw mate- 
rial may run- low, but if it does 
he 
buys what his neighbors have to sell. 
They are producing, raw material only 
and 
they 
have 
no' factory so the 
drought hits them hard. 


Once in a while we get a -very wet 
season, florins beat down the crops, 
ram prevents the harvest, early frosts 
kill the corn. 
The 
unlucky 
grain 
farmer has little to harvest and what 
ne does harvest he can't thresh. The 
live stock farmer can teed his dam- 
aged crops, with some loss of course 
and he can add to his bank account 
by grazing off the rich, thick crop of 
fall grass that comes. 


Everything-does not run smoothly 
for the live stock grower, 
however- 
Markets are bad sometimes an'd dis- 
ease may get into hia herd and flocks. 
But. 
it is easy for him to restock, be- 
cause his banker 
knows that dove- 
tailing live stock growing with grain 
growing is the soundest, best profit- 
producing process, so he gladlyloaus 
his farmer friend plenty of money to 
buy more live stQBk. 
A stockman's 
income 
is 
steady and his paper is 
good. 
Often the grain grower finds it 
hard to keep on top, for he 
doesn't 
na.ve a bumper cror> every year. 


There 
are 
no hobo or 'transient 
nired men on tlie stockman's 
farm. 
He hires his men for a whole year 
He can offer better work, pay higher

for Not Predicting One iThat 


Occurred 2127 B. C.

Tokyo Muthematico-Physical Society 
the results of- their attempts to fix 
the dates of, some early eclipses re- 
corded in Chinese literature.

The earliest is mentioned in one of 


the books of the Shu Cuing, whero it 
is recorded that in the reign of Chung 
K'ang, the fourth emperor of the Hsia 
dynasty, tbere occurred an eclipse of 
the sun which had not been predicted 
by the astronomers, who were alleged 
to have been drunk and to have neg- 
lected their duties. 
Hence the cus- 


tomary rites for delivering the sun, 
which should have been arranged in 
advance and superintended by th 
astronomers, -were in the emergenc 
performed by other officials withou 
proper preparation. 
The emperor ac 


cordingly ordered the army to punis: 
the astronomers. 


A later document makes it possibl 


to fix the date of this event as Octo 
her 13, 2127 B. C. (Julian calendar)— 
the earliest recorded eclipse in the. 
world. 
Calculation, shows that there 


actually was a solar eclipse on tua 
date, 
but probably not in China 


though the elements of the motions" o 
the sun and moon are not accurate 
enough to indicate certainly the path 
of so remote an eclipse.

thors are inclined to think that tht 
information fixing the date of tha 
eclipse is due to Chinese astronomers 
of a later age, who calculated that an 
eclipse occurred, on that date anc 
erroneously supposed that it was vis 
ible in China.
